Section i. The program of this association shall be educational 
and shall be developed through conferences, committees, and projects. 


Section 2. This assoeiation shall be noncommercial, nonsectarian, 
and nonpartisan, Ne commereial enterprise and no candidate shall 
be endorsed by 4t,. The name of the association or the names of 
any members in their efficial capacities shall not be used in any 
connection with a gemmereial eencern or with any partisan interest, 
er fer any purpose ether than the regular work of the association.

Section 3. A vacancy accurring in an office shall be filled by a — 
majority vote of the remaining members of the executive committee. 

In case a vacancy 
occurs in the office of president, the vice-president shall serve 
notice of the election. 


Section 4 All delegates, alternates, and historian shall be appointed 
by the Executive Committee.

The treasurer shall keep the record of the national and state 
portions of the membership dues separate from the record of the general 
funds of the local unit and shall forward national and state moneys to 
the state treasurer at such times and in such mamer as the state 
by-laws provide. 


The treasurer's accounts shall be examined annually by an auditor 
or an auditing committee of not less than three members, who, satisfied 
that the treasurer's annual report is correct, shall sign a statement 
of that fact at the end of the report.. The auditing committee shall be 
appointed by the executive committee at least two weeks before the 
annual meetinge

By-Laws for ths Eldridge Parent-fescher Assootation 


Article 1: Name 
The name of this association shall ‘be the Eldridge Parent 2 
-feacher Association, a local unit of the Iowa branch of the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers. = 


——S Article 23 Objects 

To promote the welfare of children and youth in home, school, 
church, and community.

Section 2. This association shall be non-commercial, non-= Se 
sectarian, and non-partisan. No commercial enterprise and no candidate 
shall be endorsed by it. Neither the name of the association nor the 
names of its officers in their official capacities shall be used in 
any connection with a commercial concern or with any partisan interest 
or for any purpose other than the regular work of the association. = 

Section 3. This association shall not seek to direct the — 
administrative activities of the school or to control the policies of 
said school. 


Article h: Membership and dues 

Section 1. Any person interested in the objects of the National 
Congress and the Iowa Congress and willing to uphold their policies 
and subscribe to the by-laws may become a member upon payment of dues 
as heréinafter provided.
